Mr. Spender explains, to his own satis- 
faction, a deal in WNorthcliffe’s 
character by attributing it to “ the Irish’ 
strain '’—a favourite ice of English- 
men, we fear, when they discover other- 
wise inexplicable traits in their acquaint- 
ances. ‘‘ One half of him,” he says, “ was 
an Irish romantic, the other a scheming, 
ambitious, ruthless Anglo-Saxon.

“I began life in Fleet street as a very 
gs young Radical reporter,' said Lord 
orthcliffe himself, but, despite the fieri- 
ess of his Radicalism, he could not follow 
‘hamberlain in the direction of Irish self- 
vernment. The Harmsworth family at 
that period had not forgotten Chapelizod, 
from which they fled (he was two years old 
then) to the mail boat in the challenging 
darkness of a winter evening of 1867, when 
the Fenians were reported to be marching 
- the village; and young Alfred Charles 
illiam felt that to weaken in any way 
the bond whiting Ireland to England would 
be ‘‘to strike a mortal blow at England’s 
safety and gy aes strength." 

t was in keepihg ‘with the irony of 
things that his “last fight,” as Mr. 
Wilson describes it, should have been for 
Irish self-government. Says Mr. Wilson :— 
One last fight to a finish lay before this great 
public man, and he enteted it with rare courage 
and chtiresixam. Northeliffe, in the bitter years, 
had ¢ his views about his native Ireland. 
The. Irish folk. he had come to feel, no less than 
the English folk, or the Scottish folk, or the Welsh 
folk, were entitled to command their own destinies. 
The first public avowal of that new faith had been 
made in 1917, at a moment when the Irish Rebel- 
lion of the year before had turned almost every 
English heart against Ireland. It was like North- 
cliffe, like the bigness of him, and the courage of 
him, and the roodness of him, to become the 
champion then of the Irish people. 


Mr. Wilson promises us that the full 
story of all that Northcliffe did to bring 
about the Irish Free State will be told in 
its details at some future date. For a 
variety of reasons the revelations will be 
awaited with a lively interest in this 
country. For the present he is content 
to state, “without the slightest fear of 
contradiction, that Ireland and her sister, 
Britain, owe this inestimable blessin 
chiefly, if not wholly, to the labours o 


Northcliffe.”

In his chapter on “The History of a 
Newspaper,”” Mr. Spender makes it clear 
that he realises the jcoming of a new era 
in journalism, and, although he is by no 
means reconciled to the new state of 
things, he bows to the inevitable. The 
point about the old evening penny paper, 
of which the Westminster was a leading 
example. was that it was, first of all and 
very deliberately, an “organ of opinion. 
It made politics its chief concern, and 
was bought more for its views than its 
news. Despite a small circulation, 
Greenwood and Morley were editors of great 
influence, and Stead filled the whole country with 
the sound of his voice. How did they do it? 
The auswer is that they were appealing to a 
select audience of politically instructed ;caders, 
who in those days were the ers of v diuion, 
and from whom an immense influence radiated ott- 
wards to the multitude. The Minister, ‘he M.P., 
the banker, and the business man all read them 
with serious attention. an 
Mr. Spender was wise in declining to 
continue as editor of the Westminster 
when it became a morning paper. “My 
conclusion,’”’ he says, “was that my ex- 
perience on the old Westminster was no 
qualification for the editorship of a 
morning paper seeking a large circulation 
all over the country.”

“broadcasting ” has helped the gramaphone, 
a matter that may surprise persons who 
thought that ‘‘ broadcasting " would kill the 
older means of sound reproduction. The use 
of gramaphones in education will be dis- 
cussed. ere we note merely that, apart 
from obvious. uses.in the teaching of musical 
ippreciation, the gramaphone is used: not a 
little in lingúistic “instruction. Three different 
promoters have language courses that include 
use of the gramaphone, and one of them is 
about to add Irish to the long list of 
languages comprised in its series. Above all. 
however, the writer of these articles, as an 
ardent musician, will have most to say of 
recent achievements in the recording of the 
best mene as always till lately the 
least successful gramaphone enterprises, 
the recording of orchestral, organ, and choral 
performances. In what relation stand changes 
in. design of instruments, on the one hand, 
and improvements in recording and record- 
manufacturing processes, on the other hand, 
will be discussed. 

Though one dwell on new advantages, all 
credit is not removed from the past. Early 
in the present century gramaphone records 


were made, and still are extant, which have 
retained, and will retain, no small historic 
interest, Something will be written concern- 
mg them. 

ur point for the moment is that the 

gramaphone has serious claims on the atten- 
tion of persons of culture and education. It 
still passes with some as an amusing toy. A 
walk through certain quarters of Dublin and 
the suburbs, when through open windows en 
Sunday afternoons half a dozen bad machines 
laying bad records confuse the ear, can 
eave a bad impression. That ought not to 
be the final impression. 

A MOZART HORN CONCERTO. 

HE first gramaphone records of a Mozart 
Horn Concerto are included in the 
September issues of Electron records 

(Edison Bell). Mozart wrote four concertos 
for his friend Leutberg, the French horn 
player. The second, in E flat major (K. 417), 
composed in Leutberg’s house in Vienna in 
May, 1783, is the one now recorded. Mr. 
Aubrey Brain, of, the Queen’s Hall Orchestra. 
is the soloist, ‘supported by the Royal 
Symphony Orchestra. The three movements 
(the first being abridged slightly) occupy one 
side of a record ; the side of the second 
disc gives a horn solo of Mr. Brain's own 
composition, with pianoforte accompaniment. 
These Electron records ate éxtraordinatrily 
vivid and “ forward,’’ and are best played 
with a quiet-tone needle. 

Another record of musical interest among 
the September issue of Electrons is the play- 
ing by the Brosa String Quartet of Mr. Frank 
Bridge's arrangement of ‘‘ Sally in our Alley,” 
with the ‘Mignon’ Gavotte on the other 
side. The visit of Johann Strauss, nephew of 
the “‘ Viennese Weitz King,” has revived 
appreciation of dance musie that once took 
Europe by storm, and the Electron recording 
of the ‘‘ Blue Danube’’ and “ Wein, Weib und 


Gesang ” waltzes, played by the Royal 
Concert Orchestra, is timely. Up-to-date 
dance records and popular numbers figure in 
the same list.

BEHIND CLOSED DOORS. 

No discussion was permitted, and the

In many 
quarters it is thought that an attempt is 
being made to. stop the mouths of the 
officials, but it is more probable that Sir 
William Turner is acting quite legally 
and that the officials concerned wil] be 
afforded an opportunity of ventilating 
their grievances in some other way. All 
this procedure behind closed doors has 
however, fairly exhausted the patience of 
the ratepayers, and the agitation for the 
appointment of Commissioners has been 
renewed. Prominent business men. have 
expressed the opinion that the whole lot 
should be cleared out, as was done in 
Dublin with such satisfactory results: 
but that would be too humiliating for the 
capital city of the North, and Government 
circles are opposed to it. After all, Bel- 
fast includes about a third of the total 
population of the Six Counties, and, if it 
is & failure in civic administration, the 
outlook is gloomy indeed for wise rule any- 
where. The city is rich in men who 
would adorn any position of high respon- 
sibility, but they refuse to come forward, 
contenting themselves with criticism, and 
the present blundering and mismanage- 
ment by no means reflect the capacity 
of the community. It is openly suggested 
that the Government deprecates any 
fresh revelations or publicity which may 
compel it to suppress the Council, par- 
ticularly in view of the expected visit of 
the Prince of Wales to Northern Ireland 
next year. 


A GAME OF BLUFF? 


The open-air campaign in favour of local 
option has. been brought to a conclusion 
in Belfast, and its promoters have ex- 
pressed an optimistic note, which does 
not appear to be justified by the circum.- 
stances. At the final meeting in the 
early part of the week the Rev. T. M. 
Johnstone stated that the movement has 
become so popular that long before 1920 
when a new Parliament is due to be 
elected, no candidate will go to the husi- 
ings ‘without having “local option’ in- 
scribed on his banner. The idea may be 
all right, but, as practical politicé, it is 
out of the question. “To force the issue, 
us the reformers seem determined to do. 
would simply mean disaster for the 
Unionist Party; for the ‘ trade "and

In 
Belfast the Labour Party has frequently 
demanded impossible conditions, which, if 
granted, would have meant that a person 
out of fork would have been receiving 
more money than many who were fully 
employed.

application was naturally turned down. 
One must sympathise. with. those in 
distress, but there is ‘a limit to public 
bounty, and the tatépayers have to be 
considered if the disasters which overtook 
a number of labour-controlled Fnglish 
Poor Law Boards are to be avoided. At

TRAGEDIES OF THE ROAD. 


Notwithstanding all the warnings: that 
have been given regarding the perils of 
the road, the slaughter of the innocents 
still continues, and, although the drivers 
of motor cars are not always to blame, 
there must be callous indifference some- 
where when such tragedies can happen 
so frequently without public protest. 
Quite a number of children have’ been 
killed in the North during the past few 
months, and still the total increases. In 
the police courts the records contain many 
cases of speeding, but fines do not seem 
to have much effect in lessening the 
menace to the public safety. Attention is 
drawn to the matter regularly in the 
Press, and it is pointed out that, whereas 
374 persons were killed on British rail- 
ways during 1926, over 4,000 met their 
death in motor accidents. The railway 
death-rate is decreasing, while motor 
accidents are increasing with alarming 


rapidity.

Ireland and New. Zealand. . 


Citizens of the Free’ State will find two 
cheerful items in this morning’s néws. In 
the first place, official statistics for the 
year which ended with August reveal a 
substantial decrease in the adverse balance 
of trade. This formidable sum has fallen 
from £18,559,000 to £16;862,000—a reduc- 
tion of £1,607,000—and the results of com- 
parisons. of two periods ‘of twelve months. 
and of two periods of eight months are 
equally significant.. In the last twelve 
months the value of.imports to the Free 
State showed:a decline of nearly one and 
three-quarter millions ; and in the: first 
eight months of this year, as compared 
with the corresponding-period of 1926, the 
value of the-country’s exports increased by 
nearly two millions. It would be prema- 
ture to draw optimistic deductions from 
these figures, but they inspire hope ‘that 
at last, after sad years of: political tumult. 
and economic depression, the Free State’s 
staple industry is beginning to turn. the 
corner. . The other: cheerful item associates 
the youngest’ Dominion with her remotest’ 
sister in the British . Commonwealth. 
Yésterday the Dublin. Dockyard Company 
launched a motor. vessel which was built 
to the order. ofthe: New Zéaland Govern- 

ment, for the purposes of ite: fruit trade. in 
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12,000 . miles. distant from Londvn; 
Ireland.is within a day’s journey. Ireland 
certainly is not less fertile than New 
Zealand, and ‘need not be less efficient 
or. less - industrious. - “Yet New Zealand | 
thrives exceedingly upon her export 
trade with England—£10,000,000 of butter 
annually “is only: one feature of it—while 


thousands of Irish farmers still are 


“pulling the devil by the tail.” 

Fortunately, as we have said, the 
omens begin to be auspicious. The 
Govertiment’s ‘labours. are showing slow, 


but hopeful, results; and we see an pi 


improvement alike in the guality and in 
the quantity of the Free State's principal 
exports. Recent legislation | has: put Irish 
eggs at the top of the British market. 
We called attention yesterday to the 
| gradual increase of butter exports in the 
present year, “and to the higher prices 
which they now command in the markets 
of London and Manchester. ‘The country’s 
chief need to-day is a period of political 
quiet during which the farmer 's economic 
éducation may be ‘advanced, English 
markets‘ may. be developed, -urgent 
problems of transport may be solved, and 
the Gover-ment’s measures for the benefit 


of .agriculture and for the consolidation. 


of: the national credit may be fulfilled. 
After five years of construction the Free 
State; if she retains the «sanity “which 
put President Cosgrave’s Government. in 
power, may expect to enjoy a time of 
fruition and to establish for her agricul- 
tural exports & position of permanent 
privilege in the British: markets. It-ought 
to be incredible: that. at this time, so 


promising, yet so critical, in the country’s’ 


fortunes, any large section of the people 
should propose to rush . violently down a 
steep place into. the sea. Of course, if, 
by’ some cruelty of fate, Mr. de Valera.

Church and State in Russia. 


After the Bolshevist revolution many 
observers expected the Russian Orthodox 
Church, shorn of so. many of its subjects 
and | of secular power, to dissolve into 
sects, some becoming frankly modernist, 
others finding their way, like the 
Ukrainians.and Poles, to association with 
Rome. These expectations have been 
baffied by the real’ and conservative 
devotion ‘of. the masses to the old national 
religion, and by the prestige of a great 
religious leader, the late Patriarch Tikhon. 
Immediately ‘after the revolution the 
| Soviet: severed: the State “from the Church 
and expelled. teligion from the schools and’ 
civil. institutions. .The clergy, on the 
other hand, -carried on war against the 
revolutionary régime, Their excuse was 
the: avowed atheism of the Bolshevist 
leaders, but they associated their move- 
ment for the liberty of. the. Church with 
counter-revolutionary propaganda. The 
Bolsheviks, conternptuous of what thev 
regarded as ‘superstitions, set up as rivals 
to the ‘historic body. what was called: the 
“Living Church’’ and other institutions 
claiming: to- be reformed. . These new 
Churches failed to wean the people from 
loyalty to..the imprisoned Patriarch and 
the martyred "Metropolitan ‘of: Petrograd ; 
and wild measures of persecution only 
served to defeat their own ends. At Easter, 
1925, the Patriarch Tikhon died, 'and the. 
Bolsheviks expelled. to Siberia. the Metro- 
politan Peter whom he:had appointed as 
his .provisional successor. Efforts, how- 
ever, to summon a “ reformist ” convoca- 
tion “failed; for the mass of religious 
Russians resented the cynical pecpeenly 
that they should reform their Church at 
the dictation of unbelievers. A deadlock 
followed. Last year, when expectation of 
war-was rife, moderate minds among the 
Bolshevist leaders urged the need to 
reconcile the Church. Discontent in the 
villages and in the army, they said, could 
not be appeased while the Church was 
persecuted. Accordingly. the Soviet Govern- 
ment opened negotiations with... the 
Orthodox clergy, seeking. a modus ‘vivendi. 
The. result. is seen in the news, reported 
by. tee: Rigs. Correspondent: of The Times, | § 
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“Max ” never scintillated so 
brightly as when the fame of the: Diamond 
Jubilee filled the earth, and Mr. Strachey’ s 
magnum opus is a biography of the great 


Queen: Probably what this. uneasy age 


has been. unwilling to forgive in. the 
Victorians is their immense ‘complacency

Commercial Art. 


Sir Laurence Weaver, President of the 
Design and Industries Association, in an 


' address at Bradford,’ expressed. the hope 
that manufacturers and business men 


would make the artist a partner in busi- 


}ness. His words are: not intended as a 


plea for thé commercialisation of art. The 
merchant princes of Italy did not expect 
the great artists whom they patronised to 
portray scenes symbolising the merits of 
their banking houses or ' merchandise. 
Modern advertisements depict. landscapes 
ofsenchanting beauty, seen from a fast 
touring car which remains inconspicuously 
in the background, and -god-like young 
men, rosy as Bacchus from the application 
of a popular shaving cream.. It is not 
suggested that the genius -of future Hol- 
beins and Titians shall be absorbed 
entirely in such subjects. There is some- 
thing, however, in the plea for good taste 
in. manufacture. and. marketing. The 
public is more fastidious than formerly as 
to the “get-up.” of the commodities which 
it chooses. It demands not only that they 
shall be good of.their kind, but that they 
shall be pleasing.to the eye. Sir Laurence 
Weaver remarked that, during a recent 
visit, he had been much impressed with 
the importance given. to #sthetic con- 
siderations at the Leipzig Fair. Manu- 
facturers who take.part in this world- 
famous exhibition seemed to him to in- 
vite the co-operation of artists to an extent 
unthought of in these islands. ~ Civic Week 
in Dublin was, however, a proof that this 
larger’ view of business is by no means 
neglected in the Free State, A number of 
historical pageants, with lecturés, ‘sporting 
and other events, and the literal brighten- 


jing of the city, may not appear to have 


an immediate connection with. business.

SAVED. 

All Saints’ Church, Eastbourne, was 
destroyed -by fire. in about’ an ‘hour. last 
evening.

At five o'clock the 
building was locked. up; and then there 
was nothing to indicate that anything was 
wrong. . Many valuable stained glass 
windows and an organ, valued at £3, 500, 
were destroyed. 

Shortly after nine o "clock . the fire was 
completely extinguished.

BALANCE. 


EXPORTS RISING 
IN VALUE.

INCREASE NEARLY 
£2,000,000. 


HE latest official returns show a note- 
worthy decline in the amount of the 
Free State’s adverse trade balance. ' For 
the twelve months ended August, 1927, on 
comparison with the twelve months ended 
August, 1926, a decrease is recorded of 
£1,697,000, and a comparison between the 
first eight months of the same years gives 
a decrease of £1,105,570. The value of 
this decline is best illustrated by the two 
following sets of figures : —

It will be observed from the first set of 
figures that the decrease of £1,697,000 is 
largely accounted for by a reduction in the 
value of imports, while the figures for the 

cht months period show the decrease for 
that period to be accounted for substan- 
tially by an increase*in the value of ex- 
ports. 

Taking the month of August, which is 
the latest period in respect of which the 
returms are available, one finds that as 
compared with the same month of last 
year there is a decline in the adverse 
balance for August of this year of. 
£275,000; in other words, the loss mn. 
trating during August, 1926, amounted to 
£690,000 as compared with £415,000 for 
the same month this year. In connection 
with this particular comparison it may be 
observed that the imports from Great 
Britain increased by almost £453,000, and 
from Northern Ireland by £77,927, but the 
imports from all other countries decreased 
by almost £320,000. 

The exports to Great Britain increased | 
by £486,000, while the value of the goods | 
sent to Northern Ireland fell by £30,733. 
The exports to ' all other countries” in- 
creased by about £35,000. 

The principal increases in the value of 
the imports for the month occurred. under 
the heads: Maize (£70,000), oilseed meal 
and cake, confectionery, unmanufactured 
tobacco (£82,000), coal (£49,000), cement 
and timber (£46,000), cotton goods, boots 
and shoes (£5,000), fertilisers, books and 
newspapers. 

Increases in the value of the exports for 
the month are to be found mainly ‘under 
the following heads: — Cattle (£10,000), 
pigs (£28,000), - horses (£71,000), cream 
(£26,000), butter’ (£130,000), eggs 
(£52,000), oats, porter,- beer, ale, wool

PROPOSAL RIDICULED- 
IN DUBLIN. 
oS: Se Hy 
Members of the Irish Bar, as well as 
solicitors, who were interviewed by an 
Irish Times representative yesterday, all 


ridiculed the suggestion that was stated to. 
have been put forward by a solicitor at a 


{meeting of an English Law Society the. 


other day, that in order to reform the jury 
system there should be appointed, at a 
salary of £1,000 a year, professional jury- 
men specially educated in thé law of 
evidence, who should travel from one i: 
to another, . 

‘‘The thing is ridiculous,”’ said a well- 
known member of the Senior Bar, who has 
a wide experience of juries, especially Qn | 
the. civil side, ‘The proposal is inex- 
pedient. Jurymen are not expected to 
know the law of evidence: that is the 
function of the judge, who is bound to 
keep them right, and if he makes a 
‘mista! se, it can be rectified on appeal.’’ 

The jury are empanelled simply for the 
trial of questions of fact, he explained, 
and the knowledge and experience of jurors 
as business men were the best gualifica- 
tions that one could have for the perform: 
ance of that dutg. 


© HOPELESSLY IMPRACTICABLE. 

On the question of payment of jurors, 
ugyestion was hopelessly 
impracticable. It would mean too large a 
sum to be paid by the State, and would 
add very considerably to the expense of a 
judicial system which many people: con 
sidered already to be expensive devagh: 
Then the training and equipment of pro- 
fessional jurors would be a matter of 
further expense, without any gain what- 
ever. 


The law of evidence was not a thing: 


which easily could “be mastered: it 
required years of training and technical 
knowledge, and even then it presented 
problems of very serious difficulty with 
which jurymen could not possibly hope to 
deal. . Trained lawyers got ‘a limited view 
of ‘the facts, and judgments on questions 
of fact by lawyers were not nearly so 
sound as those of the ordinary experienced 
citizen. Most experienced judges, in try- 
ing complicated questions, were always 
glad to have the assistance of juries with 
a knowledge of the world, and they found 
such knowledge of the greatest value in 
trying important questions of fact. 


EXTREMELY UNDESIRABLE. 

A King’s Counsel who has appeared: in 
some important criminal trials, said that 
he could hardly think that the suggestion 
referred to was meant to be taken 
seriously. 

“TI think,” he said, “that the matter 
of decisions on questions relating to the 
law of evidence is a very special branch 
of the law, and anyone who. is not a 
trained lawyer in the sense of being an 
experienced professional man, would not 
be competent to deal with such matters. 
Questions of law are matters entirely for 
the judge to decide, and it would com- 
pletely upset the velations between the 
judges and the juries if juries were to 
answer questions of law. Questions of fact 
are matters entirely within the province 
of the jury—questions of fact such as are 
properly left to them by the judge at the 
trial.”’ |

evidence in the course of a trial would be 
taken from the judge and transferred to 
the júry by the’adoption of such .a sugges- 
tion, and, in my opinion, that would en- 
tirely upset the system of trial by jury as 
it has éxisted from the earliest times. 

“ So far as the payment of jurors is con- 
cerned, that is a matter outside the 
lawyer's province. It is a matter for the 
public to agitate about if they think that 
the payment that jurors already receive 
is not sufficient, but, I think, from the 
professional point of view, and from the 
point of view of the public, that. such a 
change as that suggested would be ex- 
tremely undesirable and impossible to 
work.” 


DUTIES OF. JUDGE AND _ JURY. 


The rule was, said counsel, that the 
judge answered questions of law, and the 
jury were. bound to take the direction of 
the judge on all questions pf law. The 
jury were not entitled to deal with ques- 
tions which were not properly left to them 
by the judge. In practice, when a, jury 
was. trying a civil case, in which the jurors 
had to determine issues of fact, certain 
questions were left to them by the judge, 
after consultation with counsel engaged in 
the case, these being questions which, in 
the opinion’ of the judge and counsel con- 


cerried,; would properly try the. issues 
‘ Juriés 


were not allowed in the trial of civil cases 
to travel outside the particular matters 
left to them to determine, but had to con- 
fine themselves to such questions of fact 
as ‘could properly be dealt with by them. 
These in themselves were often. difficult | 
for jurors to determine, and their responsi- 
bilities. were great enough, as the system 
stands, without pressing upon. them 
matters that always had been within the 
province of the trained judicial authority 
—the judge—whose decisions on such ques- 
tions -were nearly always open to appeal.

IBN saus WORK IN.

The -rapid development of Arabia under | 
King Ibn Saud; with whom the British 
Government lately has. concluded’ ‘a 
treaty,. was mentioned in an. interview 
with Reuter’s - representative’ by Mr. -H. 
Sit. J.“Philby, the well-known Central: 
| Arabian traveller, who has returned from 
another year’s ‘work in the Hedjaz. 

Mr. Philby said:—‘“‘ The. success of 
King-Ibn Saud, the Wahabi. ruler, goes a 
long way to justify the ideals of persons 
conversant with Arabia in regard to the 
possibility of. aú “independent. Agabian 
Government,’ by which I mean one quite 
apart from Palestine, Syria or Iraq, which 
are no more parts of Arabia than is 
Egypt. 3 

For the past year Mr. Philby has been 
in close touch with Ibn Sand, and with 
all developments in. the country, under 


the Wahabi régime. 


“The new treaty with Great Britain," 
he said, “is very satisfactéty, and is 
likely to lead to permanently improved 
relations with us. During the new 
King’s régime the administration of the 
Hedjaz has. imppoved beyond all recogni- 
tion. This yéar' s pilgrimage, for in- 
stance, was a “record ' one, there being 
no less than 130,000 pilgrims from over- 
seas, a large percentage of whom tr«velled 
by motor car to Mecca and Medina, in- 
stead of by the ordinary camel’ : 
Two years ago, under the -old state of 
things, there were only three or four cars 


in the country; reserved for.the exclusive : 


use of King Hussein’s Court, while tó- 
day there are more than three hundred 
cars in Arabia, and there is: no doubt 
that by next season this number. will be 
increased to 1,000. 

COMING OF THE MOTOR CAR. 

“The run to the Holy City of Mecca is 
now made within two hours, and the still 
more difficult journey to Medina: can be 
accomplished comfortably within the hours 
of daylight. The King thinks nothing of 
running up to Mecca between lunch and 
dinner, and, even jin his old capital, far 
in Central Arabia, cars are a familiar 
sight. Lately the King and his suite 
made a complete tour of the country with 
a fleet of twenty motors. | 

‘“‘ Apart from cars, there are rapid de- 
velopments in other directions, and con- 
siderable progress is to be noted, not only 
at Jeddah, but at Mecca itself. Here 
one has electric light, ice machines, etc. ; 
but, so far, cinemas are unknown. Wire- 
less, too, will be the next important de- 
velopment in the Hedjaz, and another 
question is that of a railway between 
Jeddah, Mecca and Medina, which is 
being actively taken up by the King, who 
is fully aware of the general advantages 
to be derived 1:0m at. 

JEALOUSIES DISCOURAGED. 

“‘Ibn Saud is very popular, and under 
him petty jealousies and other similar 
features of Shereefian rule ‘have disap- 
peared. While Turkey has shown. a 
tendency to discard outward. ‘signs: of 
Islam, Arabia is devéloping on very 
different lines. While prepared to take 
advantage of ‘all useful changes, Ibn Saud 
has no-intention of allowing the precepts 
and practices of Islam to be disregarded 
by his people. He is, indeed, in favour of 
combining the best of East and West. He 
has, moreover, brought into line with‘ his 
own policy the turbulent sections of the 
Bedouin. 

“Although. at the beginning of the 
Wahabi rule there was a tendency on the 
part of the Neje Bedouin to’be fanatical 
towards other Moslems, Ibn Saud. never 
encouraged such an attitude, and he has 
taken. measures to ensure freedom and 
peace to all under his rule. 

“I do not believe;’’ said Mr. Philby, 
in corclusion, “in. the wild. talk of 
possible hostilities between Ibn Saud ‘and 
the Imam of the Yemen, and I am con- 
vinced that the first-named is using every 
effort to reach a friendly understanding 
with the Imam on ‘frontier and other 
matters.”

IMPORTANT FACTORS. 


In dealing with the question of omnibus

THE TRAMWAY COMPANY'S CASE. 

Mr. G. Marshall Harriss, general manager 
and secretary, Dublin United Tramways 
Lid., in a statement of evidence said that 
the tramways was by far the most important 
form of road transport for passenyérs 
throughout the city and suburbs of Dublin. 
The lengths of streets and roads’ surface 
operated by that company measured fift 
miles, most of which was double- Sandiaed. 
Upon the tramway undertaking fell the full 
responsibility for the construction and. main- 
Mam over the entire length of these roads, 
avera 60 per cent, oí their. Le width, 
notwi - nding the fact that the cars did 
not use or wear the surface: at; all. beyond 
ruuning on their own rails. This represented 
an expenditure of over £46,000 per annum, 
borne by the tramway undertaking in the 
maintenance of the road surface which they 
did not use, otherwise the cost of this msin- 
tenance would fall on the ratepa 

In addition a sum of over > FeTs 800 was 
paid to the city authorities and the various 
townships as wayleaves, and a sum of over 
25,000 was paid in rates. These sums, 

taise — licences amounted to over 

annum. The whole of the 
aseembling, building and body-building was 
done at home, — timber being almost 
exclusively used. The most im nt com- 
modity imported was coal, and this might 
cease with the development of the Shannon 
scheme. The men directly ged in the 
Eas numbered over 2 100, and the 
week! es, exclusive of salaries, was over 
£7, “The return to the shareholders was 
under 6 per cent, There were 90,000,000 
passengers carried annually at the cheapest 
rates. 

The Tramway Company had a fleet of over 
fifty omnibuses operating on the streets, and 
further vehicles were being turned out as fast 
as they could be built. e aim of the com- 
pany was to cover all routes within a ten to 
twenty-mile radius not already adequately 
served by trams, and in this the company 
was faced with keen, if quite legitimate com- 

etition. It was, however, suggested that in 
thi his direction a system to ensure co-ordination 
"é much needed, so that a large expenditure 

energ and capital might not be 
misdirected or entirely wasted, resultin 
in chaos and much unnecessary r 
congestion, serving no useful purpose. 
There was an urgent need of some one 
controlling body that would allocate routes 
to the different "bus owners, and ensure that 
where a route was allocated a reasonable and 
regular service should be maintained in 
accordance with time-tables to be submitted 
and approved. It was desirable that in the 
allocation of routes full consideration would 
be given to avoid running over routes already 
adequately served by trams or capers i 
owners as far as that might be feasibie,

DEMAND FOR NATIONAL ECONOMY. 

In the names of Birmingham, Leeds and 
Liverpool, a motion was proposed urging that 
the burden of heavy national and local taxa- 
tion was á deterrent to enterprise and had 
a retarding influence in trade recovery. The 
resolution asked the Government to abstain 
from placing on the Statute Book any further 
measures which involved additional national 
or local rm i arp! and to cut down the 
present high cost of the national services, 
and called” upon the Government and local, 
authorities to exercise the most rigid economy 
in every direction. 

In supporting the resolution, the Earl of 
Derby said that they should remember that 
a great deal of their national * expenditure 
was fixed. They could not escape from it 
unless America would let them off their debt 
or other countries paid them what they owed 
them.

EXPORTS UP.

TOO MANY IMMATURE 
HERRINGS SOLD. 


——-—— 


The Free State a of Fisheries has 
issued a report on the State’s external trade 
in fish and fish products during the first half 
of this year, which indicates steady progress. 

Compared with the first six months of 1926. 
the imports of fish are down by 3,600 cwts., 
valued at £16,000, while the exports of fresh 
and cured fish are up by 125,000 cwts.. valued 
at £177,000. 

The report states — We imported fresh cod, 
hake, etc., from British fishing ports to the 
value of £58,680. The bulk of this fish is 
imported by contractors for supplying large 
institutions, A considerable portion is im- 
ported, however, by retail dealers in Cork, 
Limerick, and other Southern towns. 

Very little fresh fish is imported to Dublin, 
which ts well supplied by Irish-caught fish. 
Dried cod, finnan haddock, kippers and other 
forms of fish not preserved in tins, were im- 
ported. to the value of £34,500, while tinned 
salmon, sardines and similar forms of fish- 
food were imported to the value of £59,700. 

We imported shell fish—chiefly oysters—to 
the value of £3,560. Our total imports of 
fish for the half-year were valued at £136,300, 
which is a reduction of 11 per cent. on the 
value of imports for the same half-year of 


HEAVIEST SALMON YIELD FOR 
QUARTER OF CENTURY. 

Our export trade for the half-year shows 
still more satisfactory progress. Salmon is 
by far the most valuable of our fish exports. 
The yield of our salmon fisheries during the 
six months ended 30th June last was the 
heaviest for over twenty-five years. The large 
quantities of our fish which were put on the 
wholesale markets of London, Manchester, 
Birmingham and other English centres, re 
sulted in market prices being kept down ’o a 
figure considerably below former years. 

We exported 30,726 cwts. of salmon in the 
six months at.a value of £287,564. Our export 
of salmon for the same half-year in 1926 was 
19,017 cwts., valued at £199,177. So that 
while the quantity exported rose by 61 per 
cent, on ‘the 1926 catch, the value of the 
exports increased by 44 per cent. only under 
the influence cf sapply and demand. 

It is satisfactory to know that while the 
salmon harvest this year has been so plenti- 
ful, it has not been reaped at the cost of

Although our main herring fisheries do not 
begin until after June, it is satisfactory to 
see that the value of our cured herring ex- 
ports was more than double th. value of the 
1926 half-year herring export. ‘The quantities 
of herrings exported show a still greater 
incre: >, being two and a quarter times 
larger than the quantities in 1926 

T: » disproportion between the quantities 
and values in the two periods we are compar- 
ing is striking, and reveals that the qualiiv 
of ou~ exports this year has not been as good 
as Jast year. Our “ winter ” herring, taken 
off Donegal in the early months of the year, 
was below average in quality, while the same 
is true of the ‘‘ summer”’ herring taken on 
the South coast in April and May. 

The capture of immature herrings, which, 
when put on the market have an injurious 
effect on the trade, is a matter for serious 
considerativi: by the State, and the Minister 
for. Fisheries has directed that full inquiries 
be made before any regulatis: action is 
taken.

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NEW INDUSTRY IN CORK. 


TOBACCO FACTORY OPENED. 
From OUR SpeciaL REPRESENTATIVE. 
CORK, Vhursday. 

The complaint to which expression is so 
often given here against the centralisation oi 
industry in Dublin in preference to Cork drew 
forth some interesting comments from Mr. 
Philip Monahan, the “Commissioner for the 
Borough of Cork, at a luncheon in the Vic- 
toria Hotel here to-day. 

“If we examine our local consciente,” he 
said, “we might find some contributory 
causes. which create this vather depressing 
state of affairs.”” There were three factors, 
he proeéeded, which combined in making or 


marring the success of industry. These were 


the employer, the employed, and the con-. 


súiner, and of the three the” consunier was 


the most important, being the most numerous. | 


The interests of all three, however, must be 
catered for impartially, otherwise there could 
be no progress in the industry. 

“Tt may be,” added Mr. Monahan, '' that 
in Cork one or other of these three elements 
is asking for more out of the common fund 
than it is entitled to demand, and it would 
be for employers and IR oyed to put their 
heads together and see if they were not at- 
tempting to get too ben. out of industry.” 

In the bakery trade in Cork, he went on, 
undoubtedly either of the first two factors 
was getting too much out of the industry at 
the expense of the community at large, and 
what was true of that trade might be equally 
true of others in the city. 

DUBIIN’S ADVANTAGE. 

Mr. Monahan, continuing, said that Dublin 
had a certain natural advantage over Cork 
owing to its central position for distribution 
to the rest of the Free State. Against that 
advantage there must be some compensation 
for capitalists if they were to start their 
factories in Cork. e was not suggesting 
what should be done, but some joint effort 
would have to be made, and until that time 
came the tendency towards centralisation in 
Dublin would go on. 

“It is not,” he said in concluding his 
remarks, ‘‘ bevond the power of. Cork em- 
ployers and workers to offer some inducement 


to those who have money to invest in in- 
dustry.”” 
The occasion was a luncheon given by 
Messrs. M. and P. O'Sullivan to mark the 
opening of their new industry in Cork, the 
Ked Abbey Tobacco rrp The function 
was presided over by Mr. Sean French, T.D., 
and the attendance, which represented 
all shades of opinion, included Mr. 
Barry Egan, T.D.; Mr. R. 38. Anthony. 
T.D. ; Senator Haughton, Mr. Frank J. Daly, 
Chairman, Cork Harbour Board; Mr. T. P. 
Dowdall, brother of Senator Dowdall, and 
several other well-known business men in the 
city.

Trade and Commerce of Cork. Having

of emigration. Those were the subjects which 
required immediate attention in the Free 
State. Speaking personally, he would have 
preferred in the recent election campaign to 
see parties setting forth their efforts in this 
direction instead of opening old wounds by 
the advertisement and setting out the 
deficiencies of their opponents. He hoped

that the new Dáil would work together for 
the improvement of the industry, enterprises, 
and living of the Free State. 

The toast was supported by Mr. Anthony, 
Senator Hanghton, and Mr. F. O'Connor, 
solicitor, and Mr. O'Sullivan briefly replied. 

Before the luncheon the party were con- 
ducted over the new factory, which was for- 
mally declared open by the Lord Mayor.

UNMARRIED MOTHERS. 


THE WORK OF RESCUE 
SOCIETIES. 


Unmarried mothers may, from the adminis- 
trative point of view, be divided into two 
classes: (1) those who may be considered as 
amenable to reform, and 2) the less hopeful 
cases. The Board of Health should be 
allowed an almost complete discretion in 
dealing with and paying for the first class 
through rescue societies and other voluntary 
agencies. 
For the women of both classes who cannot 
be provided for through voluntary organisa- 
tions we peopene special institutions (which 
it will probably be convenient to establish in 
proximity to the larger County Homes) be set 
up on the lines of that already established at 
Pelletstown. To these homes there should be 
attached a maternity and a probationary de- 
partment. There should be power to retain 
women, who on admission express , their 
willingness to remain, for a period not exceed- 
ing one year on first admission, two years 
on second admission, and for such period as 
the local authority think fit on third or subse- 
quent admission. Cases -whose period of 
residence is indeterminate should be reviewed 
annually. 
We see nod objection to such women as 
the Matron of the special institution for un- 
married mothers considers suitable being ¢ 
transferred to the County Home for the pur- 
pose of assisting in the cleaming, etc. 


AFFILIATION ORDERS. 

No woman should be discharged until she 
satisfies the Board of Health that she will be 
able to provide for her child or children; but 
discretion might be left to the Board to allow 
the woman to take her discharge without 
taking her child, or children, if they consider 
this desirable from the circumstances of the 
particular case.

CASE OF DUBLIN. 
JOINT COMMITTEE OF TWO 
COUNCILS, 


We recommend that the functions under the 
Poor Relief Acts of the Board of Guardians of 
the Unions in Dublin County and County 
Borough be transferred to the County Council 
and the County Borough Council actin 
through a joint committee, and that centra 


institutions for the whole area be set up. 
There should be a County Home and a 
County Hospital for the joint district. Dub- 


lin Workhouse buildings: will afford ample 
accommodation for these institutions. 
The other institutions we recommend are a 
home for unmarried mothers and children in 
the Pelletstown school premises, and an in- 
stitution for cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
at the old Rathdown Union Workhouse at 
Loughlinstown. 
Under a joint scheme it should not be 
necessary to maintain St. Columbcille’s Hos- 
pital at Loughlinstown for its present pur- 
pose. If it is not found feasible to treat in- 
fectious cases from the whole area in Cork 
Street Hospital, St. Columbcille’s Hospital 
might be utilised as a fever hospital for the 
southern portion of the county. St. 
Columbcille’s Hospital is abolished, we see 
no objection to a district hospital being pro- 
vided at Bray, if the County Wicklow Board 
of Health so desire. 
It will not be necessary to use Balrothery 
Workhouse for any purpose connected wit 
poor relief. Ambulances should be stationed 
at Dun Laoghaire, Loughlinstown, and Bal- 
briggan. 
We do not recommend the introduction of 
a law of settlement and removal, but it may 
be advisable to prescribe a period of residence 
in a district as a condition of eligibility for 
admission to institutions if it can be shown 
that there is an appreciable migration to the 
cities merely for the purpose of getting relief. 
The Poor Relief Acts should be repealed 
and the poor law enacted in a single amend- 
ing and consolidating statute, 


MENTAL HOSPITALS. 
MORE ACCOMMODATION 
NEEDED. 


The accommodation for the insane poor in 
the district’ mental hospitals (including the 
auxiliary mental heapitel) is either fully oc- 
cupied or insufficient or unsuitable in all but 
three institutions (Kilkenny, Letterkenny, and 
Portlaoighise Mental Hospitals). 
We think it would be unsafe to reckon on 
any diminution of the number of insane 
persons 10 be provided for. We recommend 
that the insane in peor law institutions and 
the excess population of the mental hospitals 
be provided for in auxiliary mental hospitals.

DISPENSARIES. 


Senator Sir John Keane, Senator Mrs. 
Wyse Power and Dr. Thomas Hennessy, 
T.D., signed the report: subject to reserva- 
tions contained in separate memoranda. 

Senator Mrs. Wyse Power disagreed with 
the Commission on the question of a State 
Children Department, their conclusions eing 
‘‘so opposed to all progressive legislation 
that I cannot agree with them.’’ 
Dr. Hennessy concurred with Senator Mrs. 
Wyse Power, and, in addition, disagreed 
with the recommendation that dispensary 
medical officers should be subjected to sur- 
prise visits during dispensary hours. Such 
visits, he said, would not promote the mutual) 
trust and confidence between medical inspec- 
tors and dispensary doctors necessary in the 
public interest. Dr. Hennessy also expresses 
dissatisfaction with the medical services com- 
prised in the Medical’ Charities Act. In 
many essentials he does not consider them 
adequate, and thinks the only remedy is a 
scheme of medical service on a contributory 
basis. 

THE QUESTION OF COST. 

Sir John Keane, in a separate memorandum, 
writes that he cannot sign the report “ with- 
out certain comment and qualification.’ “My 
observations,’’ he says, ‘‘ concern the practi- 
cal aspect of the proposals rather than their 
academic merits. Our recommendations aim 
at offering an ideal solution of the problem 
involved, but no evidence of their cost has 
been given, and I doubt that many of them 
are within the means either of central or 
local funds. 
‘It is, therefore, essential to try to arrive 
at.some method which will assure sound and 
responsible finznce. This will be found along 
the lines of respect for the financial autonomy 
of the local authority. No service involving 
increased expense should be imposed upon 
the ratepayers. If the central authority re- 
gards any new service as essential, it should 
be paid for out of central funds, if the local 
authority is unwilling to undertake it.” 
. Lá s . 


““I realise that the grants in aid of rates 
from the central fund justify some measure 
of regulation and control. The central 
authority might well refuse to assist local 
Councils unconditionally, yet I consider the 
objections to divided control so strong that 
means should be sought to obtain the fullest 
possible degree of financial separation. This 
might be done by making certain services re- 
presenting the total of existing grants en- 
tirely State services, and allowing the re- 
maining services to be entirely local services. 
This would entail an examination of the 
entire field of local expenditure which was 
not withm our terms of reference, and I 
recommend the inquiry be carried ont. In 
any such financial separation the pur- 
pose of the agricultural grant—namely, 
to lighten the burden on land, must 
not be abandoned, and it would be necessary 
to preserve and continue in future local ser- 
vices the present proportion of cost borne, 
respectively, between land and other heredita- 


ments.
